your various sailing boats but also 
you inlanders who thril to the 
romance of the sea and the lines of a 
ship. Well, anyway, here's a list of 
Canada ship stamps. Get 'em out and 
we'il talk about them afterwards.

There you are, folks! Twenty-four 
stamps with a bit of the glamour of 
the sea about them. 


Our 5c Quebec Tercentenary shows 
us a canoe with occupant beaching on 
the shore in front of Champlain’s 
home. 

The 10c Quebec shows us a number 
of sailing vessels, here and there on 
the river.

There are two canoes and a number

of Indians and white men shown; 
also a sailing ship in the background. 
We have often wondered if it was on 
this trip west that Champlain lost 
his astrolabe (sort of sextant for 
navigation) that about 75 or 80 years 
ago was found on the shore of a small 
lake less than three miles from the 
home of “Popular Stamps”. Found 
nearly one hundred years ago by a 
local farm boy, like the famous Brit- 
ish Guiana le Magenta, was sold for 
a song. It is now believed to be the 
prized possession of a New York 
resident. 


Coming to the 20c Quebec we see 
three sailing vessels and a number of 
canoes or ship's boats, apparently 
carrying landing parties. What a 
contrast between these vessels and 
the present gigantic Queen Elizabeth, 
which, at time of writing, has just 
completed her first  transatlantic 
passage to New York since the war 
as a civilian passenger carrier. 

In 1917 we have the 3c confeder- 
ation stamp. Get your glass and look 
through the right-hand window of 
the Parliament Building. You'll see a 
three-masted sailing vessel. Or is it 
the centre window? You check up for 
us. The same view is used for the 
1927 2c confederation. 


The 1929—12c Quebec bridge shows 
an ocean freighter passing under the 
bridge. | 

Then comes the prize item in the 
same year, the 50c Bluenose, conced- 
ed the World’s most beautiful stamp 
ot that year. Here we have that 
famous prize-winning racing schoon- 
er purportedly in a race leading her 
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most consistent rival. Strange to say 
both ships on the stamp are pictures 
of the Bluenose. 


The 12e Citadel of 1930 and ditto 
13e of 1932 show a three-masted ves- 
sel and what appears to be a small 
passenger boat tied to the dock 


In 1933 the 5e Royal William stamp 
commemorates the 100th anniversary 
of the erossing of the  Atlantie, all 
the way by steam, which was made 
by that steamer. 


The 1934—3e Jacques Cartier Com- 
memorative. Well, its hardly an all- 
out ship stamp, but certainly it 
should be included in this list as we 
see ship's rigging shown in this view 
which pictures Cartier looking toward 
land. 

Another 1934—the 2c New Bruns- 
wiek stamp shows an old-time three- 
masted sailing vessel. You nautical 
experts maybe can tell us whether 
this is a fore and aft rigger, or not. 

In 1935, King George V Royal 
Yacht “Britannia” is shown with 
sails regally set. 

Also in 1935 the $1.00 Champlain 
Monument shows a passenger boat 
tied up to the dock in the stamp. 

The Halifax Harbour 13c stamp of 
1938 shows two sail boats to the left, 
a steamer in the background and a 
small vessell in the lee of the shore 
in foreground. 


Another 1938 item, the 50e Van- 


couver Harbour shows us a small 
sail boat in the distance. 
The 1912 war set gives us three 


ship stamps. The 4c Grain Elevators 
shows a full view of a Great Lakes 
freighter and the stern of another. 
In the 20c stamp a boat is shown on 
the stocks or ways in a shipyard, 
perhaps being launched or about 
ready for such. Prize of them all is 
the $1.00 corvette stamp, that rough- 
riding little ship which, with her 
sisters, contributed magnificently to 
convoy duty during the war. 

In the 1946 set just out we find the 
$1.00 Car Ferry stamp. Shown beside 
her is a small sailing ship. And in the 
same set but in the 17e Special Air- 
mail Delivery there would seem to 
be represented four boats tied to the 
wharf in the river at right  fore- 
ground. 


The 1938—6c airmail shows a 
steamer of interesting type on the 
Mackenzie River. 

In the Special Deliveries, surface 
mail, the 1927—20c Sp. Del., (showing 
five modes of transportation), there 
is pictured a large passenger liner. 

Perhaps that's not all of the ships 
to be found. There's a lot of water 
pictured on these and some other 
Canada stamps. How about going 
over them yourself and see what you 
can find—then let us know. See if you 
can tell us how many canoes, ships, 
steamers there are. We didn't count. 
them. We had our fun just looking 
them up.

Outstanding Figure 
of the Nineties 


Sixteen years ago this month, 
November 25th, 1930, Henry  Free- 
man Ketcheson, passed away quietly 
at his Belleville, Ontario, home while 


reading in bed where he had been 
confined for some time following a 
severe shaking up in an automobile 
accident earlier in the year. Death 
was unexpected as he was improving 
and had planned to be up and around 
within a short time. 

That we should feel called upon to 
write about Mr. Ketcheson at this 
late date is from the fact that prob- 
ably no one held higher the torch of 
Canadian philately in the late eight- 
ies and nineties than did Henry 
Freeman Ketcheson. For years he 
published “The Dominion Phil- 
atelist," the best such Canadian 
periodical of his time. Over a spread 
of years he brought out no less than 
five of his Ketcheson stamp  cat- 
alogues. He also dealt largely in 
stamps. 

As a contribution to 
those existing files of “The Domin- 
ion Philatelist” which may still be 
found here and there are a monument 
to his memory. His catalogues also 
afford a guide to the trend of stamp 
colleeting of fifty years ago. And 
still living are collectors who re- 
member pleasant dealings with this 
old-time dealer. 

Curious people that we are, most 
of us are constrained to know more 
about those who have been outstand- 
ing in any particular line im which 
we may be interested. It is intrest- 
ing, therefore, to quote the following 
from a newspaper clipping in a 
Belleville newspaper at the time of 
his death.

he was a son of William Henry 
Ketcheson and Matilda Snider and 
was born on his  grandfather's, 
(Colonel W. G. Ketcheson’s) farm, 


near Walbridge. He was eductated at 
a little country school and in Belle- 
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H. F. KETCHESON 


vile High and Model schools. He 
taught school for a time and then 
entered the civil service Post Office 
division. Prior to 1900 he entered the 
insurance business in Belleville and 


was the head of one of the largest 
insurance businesses in the Belleville 
distriet at the time of his death. 


In 1883 he married Elizabeth 
Scantlebury and raised a family of 
five sons and five daughters. 
Fraternally the late Mr.  Keteheson 
stood high in Masonic circles—a 
member of several lodges and one 


time D.D.G.M. 
He was also a member of the Bay 


of Quinte Country Club, the  Belle- 
ville Club, the Orange Order, the 
Sons of England, the Rotary Club 


and a Lieutenant in the 49th  Hast- 
ings Rifles. 

In eivie affairs he was for many 
years treasurer of the Children's Aid, 
a member of the Board of education 
and in 1916 and 1917 served as one of 
the most outstanding mayors of the 
city of Belleville. 

Thus are a few incidents in the 
life of one who was a highlight in 
Canadian philately of yesteryear.

If you have been watching you will 
now have seen the respective circul- 
ations of some U.S.A. stamp maga- 
zines. In case you haven't here are 
some:— 


“Stamps”—29,039 
*Western"— 18,114 
*Gossip"—8067

“Stamps” has been doing some 
face-lifting lately and seems to be 
realizing that the competition is get- 
ting keener with the new “Philately” 
in the field. The latter is surely pre- 
senting an eye-pleasing magazine. 

My apologies to Rev. T. A. Moyer 
for saying in my last column that he 
writes for “Gossip” when I should 
have said “B.N.A. Topics”. He writes 
a chatty column for the latter which 
is the official publication of the 
“British North America Philatelic 
Society” of New York. 

In Boggs’ new book he gives a few 
lines to the unissued King Edward 
VIII stamps (the present Duke of 


Windsor). I have always felt this 
would make an interesting story. 
Boggs says the models, dies, and 


proofs of this projected issue were 
destroyed Jan. 27, 1929. The year 
*1929" is obviously an error. As the 
use of the word “model” is a fairly 
recent one in stamp nomenclature it 
should be a matter of interest as to 
what it actually means. The model 
for a new stamp is usually made by 
placing a photograph of the subject 
on a large cardboard sheet with the 
frame more or less sketched in and 
blanks for the figures if the design 
is to carry more than one value. This 
lay-out is then photographed and re- 
duced to the size of the stamp and 
tinted in various color trials. The en- 


graver then works from this stamp 
size model. The actual engraver’s 
model is a prize piece being even 


more choice than die proofs as there 
may be only one in existence. The 
model does not of course bear the 
same relation to the die as the die 
proofs. 
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A few months back I commented 
on the possible existence of Vol. 3 
No. 6 of “Philatelia” (C. R. Fiset, 
Montreal, Que. 1935/38). I am  sat- 
isfied now that this number, the last 
one of this publication, does exist. 
The story is that Fiset was taken ill 
about the time of the issue of Vol. 8 
No. 5 and the magazine more or less 
foundered during said illness. Fiset 
recovered for a short time and was 
anxious to carry out his obligations 
to his advertisers. Consequently he 
acquired an old hand operated press 
and brought out No. 6 which is said 
to be an inferior number with a 
marked variety in type. Soon after 
that Fiset died. I have not seen No. 
6 but I believe the foregoing to be 
the explanation of this scarce later 
number. | 


By the daily press I see where the 
New York Times agrees with me in 
predicting the “Crawford” medal for 
Winthrop Boggs. My stint was writ- 
ten September 25th and the “Times” 
item two weeks later altho the latter 
reached the publie first. Just goes to 
show the advantage the daily press 
has over a monthly for spot news. 


I see where Richard P. Hedley of 
Buffalo is to write a column on “Can- 
ada" for “Philately”. That is all to 
the good with F. Walter Pollock’s 
“Canada Corner" in “Western Stamp 
Collector" going strong and to  pos- 
sibly become a weekly feature if 
Walter can manage it. 

I was interested to see how Boggs' 
new book would deal with the so- 
called New Brunswick commemora- 
tive issue of 1934. My opinion is that 


he just about calls it right. The 
stamp was actually a companion 
issue to the Ten Cent “Loyalist” 


stamp of the same year in that both 
stemmed from the story of the Unit- 
ed Empire Loyalists. and by the way 
New Brunswick was always a “Prov- 
ince” and therefore the first Province 
of the Dominion. No, I don't come 
from N.B.

The entire British 
Empire section of the catalog except- 
ing the Indian native states and the 
countries following Federated Malay 
States in the Straits Settlements 
has been reviewed and compared with 
the 1946 edition. 

The countries which have advanced 
more prominently than others are 
Newfoundland, Canada, Egypt, the 
B.W.I.section and the 1935 Silver 
Jubilees. The British Empire gives 
us 1347 mint price gains and 1451 
used. Leaders in the list are: 

Newfoundland mint 131 used 115 

Canada mint 107 used 86 

Gt. Britain mint 51 used 69 

Egypt mint 92 used 76 

Silver Jubilees mint 102 used 99 

In the George 5th issues the higher 
values in many cases show quite an 
inerease, while the George 6th series 
remain untouched. Victorian issues 
show an increase in 414 stamps and 
in the Edwardian series 312. 

The B.W.I. section shows quite an 
advance with an increase of 287 mint
